BliMiderii«5tate Officials. 

The Slate has hardly raoovared from 
the shook that two important amend 
menu to tbe State Oonstitiftion, whijh 
were adopted by the people by a very 
large majortiea, were null and void be- 
cause tbe Secretary of tbe Sute bad failed 
to advertise the election of the same as 
required by law. These two amend- 
ments which were defeated by a blund- 
ering Stale official were a chanite in our 
system of taxation and permitting tbe 
convlda to be worked on tbe public 
roads. It seems that we are to have 
another amendment wiped out by an- 
other blundering ofBclal. Lewis county 
by an overwhelming majority recently 
voted a bonded debt of live per cent of 
its asaeaaed valuation for the porpoee 
of .building roads. When the county 
offered tbe bonds for sale the Louis- 
ville baaka, after in v e atiga t i e n . aaU 
that tliey could not afford to buy them, 
because there was no record that Gov. 
Wilaea had iaaaed a praelamatioo de- 
claring that the amend uent to the con- 
stitution, permitting a county to create 
a Bve par cent iudebtedness for roads, 
had ever been adopted. This failure of 
Gov. Wilson is cei tanily as serious as 
the eae of Secretary of State Graoelins. 
If the courts hold in the Wilson case, 
as they did in the Crecelius case, thai 
the law was not complied with, and 
that therefore the amendment is null 
and void, it will be a terrilic block to 
the road development in Kentueky. It 
will not only prevent counties voting 
bonded debu to tbe amount of five per 
cent of their assessed value, but it will 
also invalidate tba act pasaed by the 
last Legishiture of a five cent Stau tax 
for road purposes, as this proviaioo iras 
a part of tbe same amandment as tba 
right for bonded debt. Truly tbe State 
of Kentucky has come to tbe disaster- 
ous condition when the voice of the 
people is thwarted by blundering officials.

few miles of Ostend. Hie report alao 
says that 60,000 Oenaaas who iMrehod 
through Bmsaels ara new In (llMat 
The Enpllsh consul at Ostend has ad- 
Tised all the Enplish to leave that 
place, and moat of them have departed 
fbr rolkaatoaa. The OorMaaa occu- 
pied Bmasels wfthont Mag a ahot. 

Antwerp, an Important port city, 
has been placed in a state of siege 
and aB florallBata have been asked to 
leave as eooa aa poaalbla. Kiac Albert 
and the general ataS ara In tte city, 
the forts are manned and the civil 
guard has been directed to act under 
orders of the military. Fast channel 
steamen hara baaa raqniaitioaod to 
carry non-oombataata to plaeaa of aaf e- 
ty. The forts are being made ready 
for a vigorous defense. The defenses 
of the city are considered impregna- 
ble The Oenaaa troopa havo been 
bombarding Naanir with heary aiege 
guns and have partially invested that 
city, also attacking the French lines 
at Dinant, only ten aailaa tnm. tha 
French border. 

An Impregnable Fort. 
It la oatiaiated that aa army ot 600,- 

000 men could not eaptom Antwerp in 

six months, and not then nnleaa the 
food supplk'S ran low. The Belgian 
main army consists of about 100.000 
men and the garrlaoa at the forts is 
about 20.000. The anay is large 
enough to hold off a mnch bigger array 
by the help of the forts and will be in 
a position to Inflict great losses upon 
aaamgr by sorties. In case of ex- 
trease aaoeaaity French and British 
war Teaaela can be brought ap the 
Bcheldte and can contribute enormous- 
ly to the defense of the city. 

The French have taken ninety-one 
German field guna, nineteen autoa and 
fbar Hags, aeeordiiig to a diepoteh re 

oeived In Paris from Alsace. The 
French cavalry rotittd a column of 
German cavalry which was crossing 
the Rhine from Leopoldshohe. near 
the Tfllage of 8t Lonia, In Alaaea. The 
German loaaaa were plarpd at 5(iO 
U'led and wounded. Austrian troops 
are reported to be concentrating in 
great numbero at Leopoldshohe. 
Paris reports that the only Ftench 
territory Invested by Germans is that 
irhich Is occupied by a small body of 
German troops at Atidun-L.e-Roman In 
the Muerthe-et-Moselle department. 

Russians Invading Germany. 

Offlrial advices from St. Petersburg 
reiMTt that Russians are now 

upon German territory. The German 
foreea imra defa a ted at fllahiponen 
and the Rttssian.s have occupied Ko- 
vallen, Melkenon and also the imjiort- 
ant east Prussian town of Lyck, Just 
over the Russian border and about 
sixty mHea froai OamMaea. The oc- 
cupation of J^yck was made after two 
days of hard fightlnp, and was only 
effected after the German position had 
been stormed by strong Russian rein- 



Austria has protested to Italy against 
the latter'a affording facilities to the 
flpt'ts i)f Great Britain and France in 
the Adriatic, and there are indications 
that the dlphHaatle teaalon between 
the two countries is very acute. 

The German prefect of tipper Al- 
sace has warned the citizens that if 

the Inhabitanta take part la the fight

Tlia Keatadcy Agriealtaral Experi 
mciil SiHiioti announces that vaccine for 
the prevention o( blackleg, which has 
oauaad ao aaah g ae tr a ct iea aMong Cat- 
tle and horses in Rentoeky in recent 
years, can be obtained fraa eharge on 
appHoatloa to tba alatioa, at Laziagton. 
This vaccine is p/epared by the U. 8 
Bureau of Animal lodusiry and is ac- 
coaipaaiaJ bjr dalalM laDBnaatioa for 

its application. 

Meanwhile ihe equipment for the man- 
ufaetara of blaeiclag vaeeiaa will ba in- 
stalled in the Veterinary Department of 
the Slate Agricultural l^xperimenl Sta- 
tiaa, ao that Tatarinariaas aad Ibnaers 
can secure it at any lime and protect 
their cattle agaiosi this disease in tbe 
apricg and fall^ 

In a publication by the Experiment 
.Station it is pointed out ttiat prevention 
ia tba liayaota to allwefforta looking lo 
the control and eradication of black Ici; 

When the carcasses of diseased am- 
■ab are buried care should be taken, it 
is stated, tbat ihe drainage from the 
grave does not infect new pastures. It 
ie always desirable to cover tbe bottom 
of the pit with lime or other strong dis- 
infectants. Any or all of the above pre- 
cautions may, under certain conditions, 
be impracticable to the farmer and in 
this emergency vaccinmion becomes an 
immediate necessity. 

As the result of investigations carried

THB antl-aaflrragtats aay that 
women shouldn't vote because 
the Iguoraut vote would there- 
by be doubled. 
This objection aeema to mean many 
thinga In the nlnds of tha antlaaflra- 
glsts. 

•Undoubtedly there are people who 
believe thut women as a class are leaa 
educated tban mm and therefore nn- 
deabaUa Toten. 
Tbeae pudply nay be 
reminded that tbe 
state makes educa- 
tion compulsory for 
girls aa well aa for 
boys to tha aga 
of fourteen. After 
the ond of the com- 
mon school or the 
compulsory educa- 
tion period tbe 
Btate provides high 
schools for nil who 
can and v^lll attend 
tbem. Ooe-tbird 
moia^girla tban boya 
gradoato fton tha 
high schools of tlw country. In New 
York i^tite, although the i)roportion Is 
leas (about 74,000 girls to 01.000 boys). 
it la atUl greaUy tai favor of tbe girla. 

It ia only fair to Jndga of the edoca- 
tloa of the future voters by their at- 
tendance at the public scboola, aa 92 
per cent of the popaiatlaa la alaeated 
in thia way. 

Imposing Facta. 
When it comes, bowovor, to coUegaa 
the WOBW do not lag behind. Forty 
four per cent of tbm eoOega degrees 

(A. B.) were taken by women In 1910, 
and the proportion is constantly In- 
creasing. Tliey are also carrylug off 
a large percentage of college honors. 
Aa far aa ecfaeiaatlc education, through 
school, high school aad college, has a 
value, the women of tbia eoontry are 
on the whole evaa hatter lltsi $e vote 
than the men. 

In the (pinion of some anti-suffra- 
glsts. howevor, ed ac atlon In schools 
and colleges is not the sort of expe- 
rience that nink(>s of a man or a wo- 
man the right kind of voter. Mrs. Wil- 
liam Forse Scott, in a pamphlet issued 
by tbe New York SUte AaaodatkHi Op- 
posed to Woman WnSnwa, aay* that 
"only by life in the office^ Street, mar- 
ket and shop does tbe rotac. get the 
training which fits him lu some degree 
for the exercise of bis doty." 

This standard of qnaUfieatlOB would 
exclude all those woiiiou of great cul- 
ture who have the leisure and perhaps 
the desire to infnrm thoinselves on 
piU»lic matters— the very women who 
aay in a drawing room wMh sveh confl 
dence, "Of course we educated wonimi 
should vote, but to double the igno 
rant voter 

Qualified to Vote. 
By thia same standard, however, the 
(estlMtei) 8/MMMK» or-*^MM>jOM work 
lag women of tbe country share with 
men to tbe full that experience of tbe 
iMce, street, market, etc., whlrh is 
eonaldeBed ao necesaaiy for the train- 
ing of the Toler.

The mother's milk sbdnld be fed tbe 
first week, beginning when the calf is 
24 to 36 hours old. The milk must 
be freah and warm, aboot nlnety-flve 
to one hundred d eg r ees Vhhreahelt. 
and must always be fed from a clean 
pall, preferably a tin fafi. A wooden 
pall Is too hard to Hasp aweet and 
cleaa. 

The second week whole milk from 
any cow may be fed, and the third 
week. If tbe calf is In good health and 
growing nicely, tbe change to aklm- 
mllk map ha began. Oaast pake tbe 
mlatake of feedlag asaa ittMnllk 
simply because the eream la remored 
Tbe whole milk con,talns about aa 
much protein as the calf can handle 
and when aklm-milk la ted te large 
quantltlea the calf gete SMre-tbaa he 
can use, and as a oonseqnenee a stek 
calf Is the result 

Tbe change from whote milk to 
skimHBlIk wmmt ba graiaal: teoM one- 
half to one and one-half poaada a day, 

depending upon tbe slse aad vigor of 
calf. To an average calf, two weeka 
old. we would feed about twelve 
poaads a day of whs l s mSk. Tha first 
day of the third week, or when It Is 
desirable to begin the change, tbe 
daily feed would be eleven pounda of 
whole milk and one pound of aklm- 
milk; the second day. tea pounds of 
whole milk .aad two poends of sktas- 
milk. and so on until the complete 
change is made. It Is Just as eaaen- 
tial to feed the aklm-mllk warm as 
the whole adlk. althou^ when the 
calf gete terser aad stroajsr. six to 
ten weefcs old. a gridaal fihangn to 
cold milk may be made. 

Allow the calf a clean, airy paddock 
or box stall te which to get 
Give him eoBM well eared hay, 
as tlmo^ aad alover. or tlaothy 
alone, as soon as he will eat It, which 
will be when he is from three to four 
weeks old.

HeUn's Tobacco Bill in Interest 
Of Growers. 

A special from Washington says: 
Representative Harvey Helm, of Ken- 
tucky, has introduced a bill of great in- 
terest to tobacco growers. It is a meas- 
ure to amend wbat is known as the To- 
bacco Census Law. That law, as it now 
stands, is largely ineffective and worth 
less, >scause while it provides for a 
census of stock on band on Get 1 and 
April 1 of each year, il requires no sta- 
tistics to be taken of the quantity of to- 
bacco purcbaaed and sold. "The water 
that has foomnder the bridg^" as Mr. 
Helm expresses it. 

The Helm bill retaina tbe preaent law 
requiring tbe Oensns Barean to eellsct 
and publish the quantity of leaf tobacco 
in tbs banda of dealers and manufaotur- 
an and adds tbe following signifloant 
language: 

"Together with the amounts purchas- 
ed, maaateetarad, aad exported, 
exclusive of cigar tobacco for the year 
preceding." This additional legislation 
be says will briaf ant Um teste that are 
of prime interest aai IvpteteMa.te to- 
bacco giowera. 

Hfaibill abe amsads the taw so as 
to require quarterly instead of semi-an- 
nual reports, the new dates for report- 
ing b^ Oet. 1. Jaa. 1, AprUlaad July 
1 of each year. 

It also changes tbe law so as to re- 
qairs tobaeeo exporters, as well ee deal- 
ers and manufacturers to report and 
provides that tbs reports shall be sent to 
tobaeeo giewe rs all asar th e eeaatry ha- 
mediaiely after being issued. Helm is 
chairman of tbe Census Committee of 
the Hoase. te^ whteh Me hni win be re 
ferred, and b!s influence is such that 
it is considered highly probable that the 
bill win beecmtjtaw. If a«l Ahto ses- 
sion at least swi^te lhaWHlt SMStea of 
Congress.

bred In water In holes in trees, but it 
has so perfectly adapted Itself to the 
human family that It has become a 
trua doataatio inaaet and la pracUcal- 
ly (iajaalMt lor Ma artaHam apon 
the ooadMeM that aarronnd haman 
habltatlona, says L. O. Howard. This 
adaptation Is undonbtedly of very an- 
cient deTelopmant Tha y^w fever 
moa«idto la aaaantlally a town Maaqul- 
to, and the larvae are found practi- 
cally exclusively in artificial recepta- 
cles In and about hoosea. 

It can ba aald that ita larraa ara 
never fOand la awamps, in pools, or 
even In temi>orary puddles, even when 
these are in close proximity to bouses. 
In the tropica the large earthen jars 
in which drlnklnc watar la kept are 
the moat frequent and vnfaillng habl- 
Ut of the larvae. Rain water barrels 
are abundant breeding places. Rain 
water tanks, ao unlTersally behind the 
houaea in Sovtham dtlaa. ara tha 
source of moat abondant anppUaa of 
these mosqultoea. The larvae are also 
found in sagging gutters containing 
rain water. In tin cans. In cess pools. 
In boraa trpasha. In watar-doaat 
tanks. In the drain traps of ntathmary 
wash stands, In urns In cemeteries. In 
pools accumulating under the yater 
tanks, in water pans in the chicken 
yarda, ptad la tha watar l aea p t a i cl ta of 
grlnd a to a ea. 

The observations of scientists indi- 
cate Utat the yellow-fever moaquito 
breada ymoat alwaya fai alaar watar 
and seldom In foul water. Theae ob- 
servers always found It In artificial re- 
ceptacles, except a few times In tree 
holes near houaea, and in one caae in a 
street gktlar. b tha laatJMaa R la 
probable that this larvae came Into 
the gutter by the emptying of aome 
household vessel. Discarded bottles 
and tins about houaea are favorite 
breadteg plaeea. 

The larvae, when suspended from 
the surface of the water to take In 
air, haag ataaost perpendicularly. 
They are very easily alarmed and 
then go quickly to the bottom, where 
they remain a considerable time with- 
out rising to the surface. When 
water is poured from a receptacle In- 
habited by theae larvae they quickly 
Eeek ^ bottom and their praae n ee 
may not be suspected, although the 
vessel is In constant use. They cling 
EC cloaely to the bottom that unless 
the Jaia ara rinsed and tipped up no 
as to empty them eompietriy, which 
is not usually done, nearly all of the 
larvae will remain in the jars. On

account of this habit they are not 
easily diapoaed of by pouring out the 
coalairta at a banaL 

The larvae occur most frequently In 
clear water In rain-water barrels or 
In drinking water receptacles In 
houaea, the water In aucb receptadea 
contaiaa mora or lena animal amftar 
as well as vegetable refuse, and such 
probably Is generally the food of the 
larvae. The larvae feed at the bottom 
where they mouth over the organic 
sedtflMBt area whaa tha watar la vary 
deep. 

A knowledge of the egg-laying 
habits of the moaquito will maka 
pie mora careful about learloc 
tadea containing water uaeoivar 

unprotected. Normally it appoara to 
be the custom to lay eggs on the aldea 
of any place containing water just 
above the aartkoe of the watar, ao that 
a alight ofevaUoB of tha water wfll 
submerge them. They have been 
found upon a leaf floating upon the 
w-ater. The eggs are small and black 
in eolor. Aa haa been stated, thay are 
ordiaarOy laid above the margla of 
the water and here they may remain 
dry for long periods, hatching when 
reached by the water. They develop 
better after having been dry for some 
time. Ia tact, it aeema that they wtU 
preeerra thalr vitality for six months 
or even longer. Freezing does not de- 
stroy the fertility of the eggs. The 
duration of the egg state, when the 
eggs are laid upon the water, is about 
two days. When deposited above tha 
water they batch promptly when sub-
